Washington, January 29.—(Special.)— 
The supporters. of the bills 
whose purpose is to repre- 
sentation in the south to re-

for next Thursday evening. It is known 
that some time ago sufficient signers 
for such a caufus were secured, but 
since then the matter has, in a sense, 
died out. A few of those specially in- 
terested are endeavoring to revive it with 
some hope of success. 

Leading republicans of the south are 
Aas a rule opposed to all of these meas- 
ures. Those who hold office are gen- 
erally constrained to silence in view of 
the uncertainty which surrounds them, 
but others are talking ‘freely. Acting 
Chairman Pledger, of the organization 
in Georgia, has furnished the press of 
this city with his reasons for opposing 
the Crumnacker bill. 

What Pledger Says. 


Tn his interview, Chairman 
Bays: 

“The bills intraduced recently in con- 
gress having for their object the scaling 
of congressional representation in 
those states where many citi- 
zens are denied the right to 
vote, ostensibly because they do not 
measure up to the requirements as elec- 
tors, but really because of other reasons, 
do not find much favor with colored peo- 
ple. These measures seem to them sub- 
versive of human rights and wil] by no 
means ever tend to stop the violation

Prohibitory Law Favored. 

“It may be granted thut the bill pro- 
poses to make these states suffer, and vet 
how much Petter it would be for these 
violations to be met with absolutely pro- 
hibitery laws and not by half-hearted ef- 
forts at punishment. This government is 
as_able to cfféct the former as the latter. 
end there should’ he no delay in doirg so. 

“There exists scntiment among sonthern 
colored men that just and reesonabla 
qualifications to the right to vote should 
be made. ‘They believe that intelligence, 
and not ignorance, stould control, and 
they always ally themseives on the side 
of the right. They have no desire for, 
and, indeed, there is no danger of. what 
is generally called negro domination. 
They only want justice. and ask that tz- 
norance and vice be eliminated from the 
ballot box, without regard to color. They 
think that if congress can find no other 
trore direct way to stop these discrimna- 
tions, it could at kh est have: the supreme 
court to pass on them. and this decision 
will be accepted by the colored men. It 
may be contended that these measures 
were not preliminary nor, for that mat- 
ter, even remotely intended to help him, 
nevertheless, s%nce they will not, he is all 
the more interested in them. At any 

e, the negro insists on holding what he 
as by organic and statutory lew.” 
Gibson’s ‘Force Bill.” 

Representative Gibson, of Tennessee, 
todager troduced a bill. which has the 
suppoa, £ a number. of southern repub- 
lican membcrs, . punishing frauds and 
wrongs in the election of representatives 
in congress. The bill is quite lengthy, 
and punishes as eae misd>»meancr punish- 
able hy fine or imprisonment anv inter- 
ference with the regular voting  pro- 
cedure. The various sections specify in 
detall different tregularities, including 
preventing voting cr the denial of the 
‘exercise of franchise, the use of false 
ballots falsely personating others; irregu. 
larity of election and registration offi- 
Cialis, etc. Provision also is made for the 
tepresentaticn of each party on election 
end registration bvuards.

KYLE IS FOUND GUILTY 


AND FINED ONE DOLLAR 
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ONTGOMERY, Ala., January 29.— 
M (Special.)\—The verdict in the Kyle 

courtmartial case and the disap- 
proval of the governor and the special 
order issued at the same time are quite 
as sensational as any incident in the 
whole proceedings. 

The court acquits Lieutenant Colonel 
Kyle of the charge of disobeying orders, 
a verdiet confidently anticipated, also 
of the charge of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman and  0of all 
charges brought under the articles of 
war. 

The single charge of which he was 
found guilty is that he did, “in reply to 
respectful communications from his 
commanding officer, use language insult- 
ing and disrespectful.’’ The penalty im- 
posed for this was 4 fine of $1 and, fail- 
ing payment, imprisonment in the : Mor- 
gan county jail for one day.

Washington, January 29.—(Special.)— 
The senate this morning passed, without 
a dissenting vote, Senator Clay’s bill 
appropriating $500,000 for additions to the 
public building at Atlanta. During the 
morning hour Senator Clay called up 
his bill, which had received a favorable 
report from the comraittee on public 
buildings, and as there was no objection 
to its consiferation it was passeql. 

The bill will get before the house com- 
mittee probably at its next meeting and 
Representative Livingston wif go before 
it to secure Its favcrab’e report. It will 
not be as easy work to get action at 
the house as the house leaderts 
have expressed a determination to pre- 
vent public building legislation as far as 
posible. Colonel Livingston hopes, how- 
ever, that with this early start, he will 
be able to get it through some time this 
session. 

Captain E. P. Howell, of Atlanta, is 
here on his way to Baltimére.

Washington, January | 29.—(Spectial.)— 
Assistant Secretary of State Hill, chairc- 
man of the committee in charge of Prince 
Henry's ertertainment while in this 
ecuntry, has under consideration the al- 
tering of plans of the committee so as to 
enable the prince to visit Atlanta on his 
scuthern trip. The Southern ratlhway offi- 
cials have submitted a number of itiner- 
aries to Dr. Hill, which he now has under 
advisement. Several southern senators 
and representatives have culled Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's attention ' to Atlanta's 
invitation in the hcpe that he may take 
a hand in the matter. 

Representative Livingstcn is most de- 
sirous that Atlanta be given the oppor- 
tunity of entertaining the distinguished 
visito-, and is actively exerting himssir 
to that end. 

Sonator Bacon called on the German 
ambassador this afternoon, but did not 
find him at home. The senator wil] fa. 
him tomorrew and personally urge that 
Prince Henry's scuthern trip include a 
visit to Atlanta. A decision in the mat- 
ter will probably be reached tomorrow.

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LOSSES AT LITTLE ROCK 
NEARLY HAL A MILLION 


City Practically Qut Off from Com- | 
munication with the Outside 
World — Stfeets Are a 
Mass of Congealed 
Wreckage. 


Little Rock, Ark., January 29.—The 
heaviest losses ever sustained in Littie 
Rock from a like cause is the result of 
the terrible storm of sleet and cold rain 
which has prevailed here for the past 
three days, culminating last night. 3 

The business section of the city is a 
scene of desolation and business men on 
every hand are m@urning heavy losses 
that cannot be reec@vered by insurance. 
The estimated damage will exceed $400,- 
000, including loss t@ business. 

In many instances the loss has not at- 
tained its limit and @ontinued damage wiil 
occur where the ace®umulated snow and 
sleet is not removed from the roofs of 
buildings. In addition to the damages by 
water in the stores, Main street suffered 
more than any other part of the city, 
residences and dwelliigs all over town are 
more or less damaged. 

Congealed Mass of Wreckage. 

Added io this, in some parts of the city 
the telegraph and telephone poles are all 
down, pulling trees a@nd wires with them 
and forming a congenled.mass of wreck- 
age. Street cars were run irregularly all 
day. The fall of sleet amounted to about 
5 inches, heavy clinging sleet that pack- 
ed ciosely on the roofs and melted rapid- 
ly, finding its way through tin or gravel- 
ed roofs with ease, 

Little Rock is practically shut off from 
the world. The Western Union Hines are 
all down throughout the state. The 
Southern Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany reports a loss of $25,000.- The Little 
Roek Telephone Company has not 2 line 
operating in the city. Most of its wires 
are broken and masy of its poles are 
cown, all for fent cke .on Louisiana 
street having falle® with a crash this 
morning. Some of the wires set fire to 
the office and the fire department was 
called out and the flames‘were readily ex- 
tinguished. Fully 5,000 shade trees were 
completely demolished. 


Sleet Covers Ohio Valley. 

Louisville, Ky., JaQ@pary 29.—An_ un- 
usually severe sleet storm prevailed 
throughout the greater portion of the 
Chio river valley early today, causing 
Gelay to railroad traffic and crippling 
telegraph service. The storm began here 
at 10 o'clock last night and from that. 
time until early today sleet fell without 
cessation. This was. followed by ra%n, 
vhich froze as it fell, making locomo- 
tion for pedestrians and vehicles difficult. 
Street car traffic was at a standstill dur- 
ing the early part of the day. 

The temperature at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing was 27 degrees above zero, but mod- 
erated rapidly and the streets became 
a mass of slush. Nearly every train 
coming into this city arrived from one 
to two hours behind time. 

Heavy Sleet at Knoxville. 

Knetville, Tenn., January 29.—The tem- 
perature this morning at 7 o’clock was 
83 above, being 7 degrees warmer than 
the same hour yesterday. A heavy sleet 
prevailed last night. The snow storm 
predicted yesterday for last njght did 
not matérialize, but the weather observer 
believes [ft may come within the next 
forty-eight hours. Also that the cold 
wave still in the west may reach here 
within that peried. Monday morning 
at 7 o’clock the temperature was 4 de- 
grees above. 

Slushy at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., January 29.—The sleet 
of yesterday was followed last night 
by light rain, which continued today, 
putting the streets and country roads in 
a bad condition. The Western Union and 
Postal telegraph companies accept mes- 
sages. subject to delay. The temperature 
at 6a. m. was 22. 

Freezing at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January 29.—light 
rain continues here, with the ground cov- 
ered with ice since yesterday morning 
and the rain freezing as it falls. Nu- 
merous slight accidents are reported as 
the result of falling on the ice. 

Wires Down at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 29,—The tem- 
perature, which nese 33.5 degrees at 
§ a. m. today reached 34.5 at noon. The 
railroad wires to the north and wet are 
down and trains are being dispatched 
largely by telephone. 
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SOUTH’S TRADE WITH -CHINA. 


Livernash Thinks It Won’t Be In- 
jured by Exclusion Act. 
Washington, January 29.—E. J. Liver- 
nash, of San Francisco, today concluded 
his argument before the senate commit- 
tee on immigration begun last Monday in 
behalf of the Chinese exclusion bills. He 
had not, he said, discovered, after dili- 
gent search for information, any intima- 
tion that the trade between the United 
States and China had decreased on ac- 
eccunt of this government on the exclusion 

question. 

In response to a question by Mr. Pen- 
rose, he said that the arguments advanced 
by the southern cotton producers, that 
their trade with China would be severely 
crippled were not well founded because it 
had been proven that sentiment was not 
a controlling factor in trade. 

Answering a question by Mr. Penrose, 
he said that payments for the successfy! 
smuggling of a Chinaman into the United 
States range from $50 to $500 or $1,000, and 
in the case of a woman.as high as $2,500, 
where the object was tO engage her in 
immoral practices. 

In the course of the hearing Mr. Pen- 
rose remarked that it did not seem rea- 
sortable to prohibit the employment o 
Chinese seamen On vessels plying between 
this country and Chinese ports. 

Mr. Livernash said that question wil! 
have to be met by congress squarely be- 
cause congress is endeavoring to build 
vp a merchant marine and this could not 
be done until we have American seamen 
at the mast. Our failure to protect our 
seamen, he contendéed, is giving the Pa- 
cific ocean over to ihe Asiatics.

DIAZ LEAVES MISSION AS 


RESULT OF DIFFERENCES 


EV. A. J. DIAZ, pastor of the Goth. 
semane Baptist church of Havana. 
Cuba, is no longer a missionary of | 
the Southern Baptist convention. ‘rhis 
announcement was made last night by 
Dr. W. W. Landrum, who has returned 
from Cuba, where, with Dr. McConnell 
and Judge Hillyer, he went to settle the 
differerces between the missions in Cuba 
and the Southern Baptist convention. 

The announcement that Rev. A. J. Diaz 
is no longer a missionary of the church, 
and that he goes out as one result ‘of the 
commission's visit to Cuba, will be re- 
ceived with surprise all-over the south. 

Rev. Dr. F. C. McConnell and Judge 
Ggorge Hillyer. are expected in a few 
days. 

When asked as to the results of his 
special visit to the Cuban Baptisis, Dr. 
Landrum said: 


“They are in the main satisfactory. 
Judge Hillyer’s excellent services as the 
legal adviser of the board straightened | 
out what I feared would be a serious 
complication touching the ownership of 
the house of worship of ihe 
Gethsemane Baptist church. It is 
the largest, most mposing and 
costly Protestant church building in 
Cuba, being valued at $100,000. It belongs 
to the Southern Baptist convention and 
is held in frust by the home mission 
board of this city. 

Dr. Diaz Resigned. 

“The pastor of the church, Rey. Dr. A. 
J. Diaz, resigned his position as a ‘nig- 
sionary of the board and the resignation 
was accepted, but the church refused to 


| I announce with profound sorrow. 


accept his resignation as pastor. This 
produced an unpleasant situation. It 


was simply this: The church, in the ex- 
ercise of its rightful independence a3 a 
3aptist congregation, determined to con- 
tinue as pastor a mirfster who was not 
Tceptable to the board and also to de- 
clare it had equity rights in a house of 
worship exclusively owned by American 
Baptists. It became necessary for us to 
expl2in to our Cuban brethren that, as an 
independent church, they could choose 
whomever they wished as pastor, but if 
the minister selected was ‘persona non 
grata’ to the board it would refuse to 
give him an appointment as a missionary 
or to aid in supporting him. After sev- 
eral conferences between our committee 
and the church all differences were ad- 
justed and the Gethsemane church de- 
sires to cooperate with the board. 
No Longer Missionary. 

“I cannot anticipate the report of the 
committee, of which Judge Hillyer is 
chairman, further than to say that Rev. 
Dr. Diaz is no longer a missiorary of the 
Southern Baptist convention. This fact 
I re- 
gard Dr. Diez as the ablest living 
Protestant preacher in Cuba and a mazg- 
netic orator of wonderful cndowm-nts. 
His methods of work, huwever, are not 
acceptable to southern Baptists. If he 
had been less a politician and more a 
consecrated minister of the unadulterated 
gospel he would have exercised an influ- 
ence in Cuba not unlike that of Knox in 
Scotland. He is a warm perzonal friend 
of General Maso, the defeated candidate 
for president, but when he took the 
stump for him, in disregard of his min- 
isterial vows, Dr. Diaz lost caste with 
his brethren in the island and here at 
home. Partisan politics is rarely if ever 
a means cf grace to a man of God.”’

“Section 6 is objected to because it 
gives the privilege of hauling and con- 
veying ‘freight and property’ through 
the streets of Atlanta’ without restric- 
tion or limitation.

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Herp of Santiago Asks President 
Roosevelt To Indorse the 
Opinion of Dewey, 


Washington, January 29.—The navy de- 
partment has made pubjic Admiral 
Schley’s appeal, deliverei to the ‘president 
about a week ago. The department's 
“comment’’ will be published in a day or 
two. - 

Admiral Schley appeals to the president 
as the chief executive and commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy, ‘‘vested with 
power to regulate and direct the acts of 
the séverai executive officers. thereof,”’ 
and he asks that the president review the 
findings of the court on three grounds, 
in each case basing his appeal on thé find- 
ings of Admiral Dewey, as opposed to 
the majority report. These three grounds 
are set out compendiously in the ‘“‘peti- 
tion” which fills about eight printed 
pages of a pamphiet and ie signed by Ad- 
miral Schley and Messrs. Raynor, Parker 
ond Teague, of his counsel. Attached to 
the petition are three exhibits, ‘“‘A,’’ “b’’ 
and ‘‘C,’’ each madc up ’of copious ex- 
tracts from the testimony taken by the 
court of inquiry and intended to confirm 


‘the statements of fact made in the pe- 


tition itself. 

In this latter document the first ground 
ef appeal is the holding of Secretary 
long in his indorsement on the court’s 
findings that ‘‘the conduct of the court 
in making no finding and redering nv 
epinion on those questions (that of com- 
mand and of credit for the victory) is ap- 
proved—indeed, it could, with propriety, 
take no other course, evidence on these 
questions during the inquiry having been 
‘excluded by the court.” 

On this point the petition says thet the 
secretary of the navy was in error in 
Stating that the court excludgd testimony 
to show that, as Dewey said, Schley was 
the senior officer in the battle of Santi- 
ago; was in absolute command and en- 
titled to the credit due for the glorious 
victory which resulted in the total de- 
struction of the Spanish ships. 

Majority Failed in Duty. 


On this point the petition says: 

“And your petitioner, ‘the aplicant,’ be- 
fcre said court of inquiry now files with 
this petition am argument, together with 
a resume of the testimony taken during 
the inquiry in so far as it related to the 
question as to who was in command at 
the battle of Santiago, in support of his 
p.ea that the presiding member of the 
said court acted within his authority and 
jurisdiction in reporting his opinion as 
hereinbefore set forth, and that the ma- 
jority members of the said court failed in 
the discharge of a most important duty 
devolving upon them under the precept, 
in that they did not report their opinion 
upon the said question; that it was in- 
cumbent upon such minority members to 
censider and determine the said question 
for the reason that only by so doing could 
they determine the propriety of the con- 
duct of the said Schley in said battle, 
since, it being a fact, that he did assume 
command of the American forces therein 
engaged, his action would, in the absencyw 
of the right and duty so to do, have heen 
highly censurable, and upon the questions 
of such right and duty and the propriety 
of his conduct in the premises the said 
Schley was entitled, under the precept, to 
a finding and an opinion from the ma- 
jority members es from the minority 
member of the said court; and your pe- 
titioner respectfully requests that the 
¢aid argument and resume of testimony 
(which are aitached hereto and marked 
‘Exhibit A’) be considered as a part of 
his petition and as the basis for his 
prayer for relief in the premises." 

Therefore the petitioner asks the presi- 
dent to annul Secretary Long's indorse- 
ment on this point, and thet he specifical- 
ly approve Admiral Dewey’s statement 
aéciaring that Schley was in command. 
He says that only in this way can exact 
justice be done him under the precept. 
Alleged Withdrawal of Squadron. 

The second ground relates to the al- 
leged withdrawal of the squadron at 
night from Santiago bay and the charac- 
ter of the blockade and the propriety of 
Commodore Schley’s conductin the prem- 
ises. This was one of the points upon 
which Admiral Dewey specificallh dis 
sented.

“The passage ffom Key West to Cion- 
fuegos was made by the flying squadron 
with all possible dispatch, having in yiew 
the importance of arriving off Cienfuegos 
with sufficient coal; that. the blockade of 
Cienfyegcs was effective; that the Adula 
was pefmitted to gain information, and, 
finally, that the passage from Cienfuegos 
to a point off Santiago was made with as 
much dispatch as possible, while keeping 
the squadron a unit.” « ° 

The petition declares that this opinion, 
being at variance in certain points with 
the majority opinion, is the only one jus- 
tified by the evidence and facts before

The Question of Command. 

Exhibit “A’’ is an argument ani a 
resume of testimony concerning the ues- 
tion of command during the batdle of 
Santiago and comprises full two-thirds 
of the sixty-two printed pages . which 
make up the petition and exhibits. it dis- 
cusses the right of the court to consider 
the question of command; the fact as to 
Whether or not it actually did so; the 
propriety of Dewey’s opinion in regard to 
that question, and the action requisite to 
exact justice on this point. It is stated 
that the precept and instruciions directei 
the court to “thoroughly inquire inio ail 
the circumstances bearing upon Schiey’s 
conduct and the subject of the investigu- 
tion,’ and it igs argued that under tne 
general as well as under this specific au- 
thority the court had full power to inves- 
tigate and was not required to limit the 
inyguiry to Schley’s conduct in connection 
with the specitic directions contained in 
the precept. lit is declared that it did 
actually investigate, under this general 
authority, certain Cetails of his conduvwt 
outside of the specific directions, and it 
is inted out that the movement of the 
flying squadron from Key West to Cien- 
fuegos was one of the subjects of inquiry 
not specified in the precept. Therefore, 
counsel hold that it is an incontestible 
fact that the court was authorized to de- 
termine the question of command at the 
battle of Santiago. It is also declared 
that the record of the court shows that 
Schley did actually exercise the powers 
and assume the responsibilities of com- 
mand over the American forces in the 
battle; and if he did this, in the absence 
of any right so to do, then 
under the naval regulations, his 
conduct would have been “‘gross- 
ly tingubordinate and calculated to 
weaken the lawful authority of his proper 
commanding officer, and as such would 
have been highly censurable and should 
have been so held by the court.” : 

It-is further stated that the Gdurt itself

Dewey’s Opinion Defended. 

Counsel next took up the question of 
the propriety and justice of Admiral 
Dewey's opinion that Commodore Schley 
was in absolute command in the: battle 
of Santiago and is entjtled to the cred- 
it of the glorious victory, and quoted 
many excerpts from the testimony to 
establish the correctness of this con- 
clusion. It is recited that Sampson sig- 
naled to “Disregard motions commander 
in chief’ when he starte@i eastward that 
morning, thereby conferring command 
upon Schley and the naval regulations 
are cited at length on this point. It 
is asserted that the New York did not 
reach the scene of the last surrender 
of Spanish ships unttl one hour and thir- 
teen minutes after the. battle ended/ 
and Miat at 9:35 on the morring of July 
3 the New York was out of sight of 
every ship of the blockading squadron but 
one, making it impossible for her to com- 
municate with any of them. 

Counsel also -qites Secretary Long’s 
Statement to the senate that Sampson 
was going toward Siboney when the 
Spanish ships emerged, under orders 
from the department to confer with 
Shafter and it is held that these orders 
detached him temporarily from his,com- 
mand, so that Schiey was actually in 
command of the battie for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

‘‘(a).. By virtue of his rank as second 
in command of the squadron before San- 
tiago. (b). By virtue of his rank as sen- 
ior line @fficer on the spot, authorized 
by the regulations for the government 
of the navy of the United States to as- 
sume command in such Situation and to 
direct the movements and efforts of all 
persons in the navy present. (c). The 
absence from the scene of action during 
every moment of actual combat of the 
regularly- appointed commander in chief 
of the American forces before Santiago. 
(d). The fact that under orders of the 
department the said commander in chjef 
had been temporarily detached from 
duty as commander of the American 
forces before Santiago and assigned to 
the discharge of certain other duties, 
which orders he wé@s obeying at the 
time the battle began. (e). The fact 
that beine so engaged in the discharge 
of such detached duty at the time the 
Spanish ships emerged from the harbor 
of Santiago, the commander in chief 
found it impossible to return to any 
point whence, personally or by means 
of communication with the chins actually 
tngaged in the conflict, he might resume 
his authority until after the battle at 
every point of such arrival had ended. 
(f). The fact that whereas the command- 
er tn chief could not and did not exer- 
cise command over the squadron at any 
time during the actual conflict, Commo- 
dore Schley, as se¢ond in command of the 
Ameéritan forces before Sant and as 
senior Hne officer on the spot during every 
moment of actual battle, could and did 
exercise authority and command over 
the American forces actually engaged.”’ 

Further argument on this question 
of command is. to the effect that Cook 
and Clark, the two ship captains present 
at the surrender of the Colon, recognized 
Schley’s seniority, and also that Samp- 
son's “Order of baftle”’ failed entirely 
as soon as the Spanish scuadron suc- 
ceeded in passing beyond the western- 
most extremity of the Amriean vessels. 
All of which, it is submitted, goes to 
prove conclusively that the individual 
opinion of Dewey was eminently proper 
and wholly justifiel by the evidence and 
the naval regulations. 

Passage of Flying Squadron. 

Exhibit. ‘“‘B” elaborates and sustains the 
statements made in the petition respect- 
ing the passage cf the flying squadron 
from Key West to Cienfuegos. .The 
court declered that ‘“‘Commodore Schley 
did not proceed with the utmost dispatch 
off Cienfuegos,” 

Counsel declare that the court erred in 
that statement; that the sailing orders 
to the squadron did not direct it to “pro- 
ceed with dispatch off Cienfuegos,” but 
the only direction on that point was that 
“you should establish a blockade off 
Cienfuegos with the least possible delay.”’ 
It ist declared that this left Schley dis- 
cretion; that he obeyed these orders, and 
that there was no delay, the squadron 
proceeding at 10 knots per hour. The pe- 
titioner declares that this passage was 
both expeditious and effective, and Ad- 
miral Schley’s conduct undeserving of 
censure, wherefore the majority opinion 
should be set aside and Dewey's opinion 
approved, as otherwise commanders of the 
future will be deprived of ail discretion, 
and the service will be injured. The peti- 
tioner objects to the majority report that 
Commodore Schley did not blockade the 
port of Clenfuegos as closely as possible, 
end he objects tv the use of the word 
“close” as referring to distance alone, 
holding tha: it means “effectiveness,” 
“adequacy,” and that all of the testi- 
mony showed that the biockade of Cien- 
fuegos was adequate; that no vessel en- 
tered or départed without his permission, 
and that al. proper and customary pre- 
cautions were taken in the premises: 

He further declares that the court fall- 
ed to state all of the pertinent facts re- 
garding the Adula incident, and he aske 
that Admiral Dewey's rendition of that 
incident be accepted. Lastly, in this ex- 
hibit, counsel deal with the passage from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago and again object 
to the majority conclusion that Admiral 
Schley should have proceeded “with all 
dispatch and have disposed his vessels 
with a view of intercepting the enery. 
In thts connection counsel submit that 
the American squadron was a unit; that 
he had no power to atomize it; that, in 
view of the prevailing ignorance of the 
enemy's location, if would have been the 
vecme of military folly to have disinte- 
grated his syuadron; that the pature of 
the duty expected at Santiago required 
all of his vessels; that he exercised a 
roper discretion; that the Eaxle did de- 
ey his squadron, and that his vessels 
were “disposed in that order which pre- 
sented the strongest formation and best 
prepared the squadron to meet and en- 
gage the enemy.” 

Testimony Set at Naught. 

The last exhibit, “C,’’ is general in 
character and short. The findings of the 
court are objected to as in conflict to 
the overwhelming weight of evidence, and 


‘it is declared that the majority have

SENATOR BACON RESENTS 


Tillman Cleverly Finishes a Sentence 
for Hoar—Democrats Ait De- 
termined To Ventilate 
Conditions in the Phil- .

Washington, January - . 24 —(Spectal.)— 
Senator Bacon took a prominent part in 
an interesting debate in the senate over 
the réiative contributions of the New 
England and southern states in the revo- 
lutionary war. This was started by an 
assertig: by Senator Hoar that Massachu- 
setts had contributed more men than*were 
contributed by territory south of the Ma- 
gon and Dixon line. This was replied to 
by Senator Money ond later by Senator 
‘Bacon, who produced some interesting 
facts and figures in refutation of Senator 
Hoar’s statement, his purpose, as he-ex- 
plained, befng to make the record in. this 
controversy complete. : 

For an hour today the senate had under 
discussion the question whether a cen- 
sorship of press dispatches exists in Ma- 
nila. While no such scenes were enacted 
as were witneseed during yesterday's ses- 
sion, the debate for a time was very 
spirited Pe 

The secretary of war was quoted as 
saying that no press cersorship now Cx- 
isted in the Philippines and a Ietter from 
General Greely, the chief signal officer 
of the army, was presented by Mr. Bever- 
idge, of Indiana, making the statement 
officially that there was no censorship of 
press dispatches and that “the press is 
entirely free.’’ 

On the contrary, 


it was contended by 


the opposition that a press. censorship 
did exist in the Pnilippines and that 
copies of every news dispatch filed with 
the cable company was filed with the 
military cuthorities. That, it was main- 
tained, constituted a virtual censorship. 
South During the Revolutoin. 

Addressing the senate Mr. Money said 
the senator from Massachusetts (Mr. 
Hoar) made a statement a few days ago 
to the effect that the state of Massachu- 
setts had furnished mere troops in the 
war of the revolution than ail that section 
south of what is known as Mason and 
Dixon's line. The figures had been taken, 
it was stated, from a report of General 
Knox, the first secretary-of war.

The latter state had furnished 
thirty-seven out of every forty-two citi- 
zens capable of bearing arms, while Mas- 
sachusetts had furnished thirty-two out 
of every forty-two.. He read extensive 
extracts from historical 
maintenance of his position. 

Mr. Hoar, tna statement replete with 
historical allusions, explained that in 
whatever he may have sai wpon the sub- 
ject referred to by Mr. Mcney, he had no 
purpose cf instituting a comparison be- 
tween any sections of the country. He 
said h» would be the last person in the 
world to disparage the efforts of the 
southern etates in the war for independ- 
ence. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hoar’s re- 
marks Mr. Bacon desired to continue the 
discussion of the participation of the 
south in the revolutionary war, but Mr. 
Lodge, who had the floor, thought it bet- 
ter to proceed with consideration of the 
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insurgents, when, in fdct, McCalla’s 
memorandum did not mention their lo- 
cation, and the memorandum itself was 
given only for use in connection with 
certain batteries in Cienfuegos harbor. 
They said he should have maintained a 
close »Dlockade of Cienfuegos, when the 
overwhelming testimony proved that 
there was a close blockade, and the judge 
advocate substantially abardoned any 
charge to the contrary. The majority ig- 
nored the uncontradicted testimony prov- 
ing that the Adula was permitted to gO

It is alleged that the majority falled 
to give any opinion as to the character

000. The restriction of the recent héaring 
to beer and tea led to the belief that re- 
ductions might be confined to these two 
articles, but the sentiment now appears 
to have been favorable to a much Jarger 
reduction. 

At the conference today it was the pre- 
vailing view that as Cuba bad been the 
cause for incurring the war revenus 
taxes, the burden should be removed 
from this country before cconsidering the 
extent of relief to be granted to Cuba. 

Wiley’s Views on Cuba. 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the buréauw

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DUTCH MOVING FOR PEACE 


Premier Kuyper Confirms the Accu- 
racy of Balfour’s Statement. 


NO REPLY FROM BRITAIN 


Boer Delegates at The Hague Dis- 
claim Any Knowledge of 
Negotiations. 


The Hague, January 29.—In the ‘rst 
chamber of the states general today the 
premier, Dr. Kuyper, replying to a ques- 
tion on the subject, confirmed the arcu- 
racy of A. J. Balfour's statement in the 
British house of commogns todav regard- 
ing the Dutch gcvernment’s offer to help 
in bringing about peace in South Africa, 
but the pren:ier added that he was pre.- 
vented by courtesy from disclosing any 
details concerning the note so long as 
the British government had not publish-d 
it -r unti! a reply to It was received. 

The Boer delegates disclaim any knowl- 
edge of the contents of the Dutck not» 
to Great Britain. 

London, January 29.—The premier, Word 
Salisbury, and the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Lord T.ansdowne, took the unueunal 
course of visiting the honse of commons 
this afternoon. They held private con- 
sultations with their ministerial e!- 
leagues in the committee room. Th=2 inci- 
dent arovsed ccensiderable interest in the 
lobby, where the visit was connected with 
the note of the Dutch government on the 
subject of peace in South Africa. 

The Hague corresperdent of The Dally 
Mail seys he is able to announce on au- 
thority that the Dutch note to <Grent 
Britain, after rehearsing the earnest con- 
cern of that government at the prolonga- 
tion of hostilities in South Afriea, cf- 
fered its good offices in bringing them to 
a close. To this end, Hoiland askel 
whether Great Britain would be willing 
to permit a Dutch commission to proceed 
to South Africa to enlighten the Boer 
leaders in the field as to the real positicn 
of affairs. The correspcnécent savs the 
Duteh government expressly announces 
in this note that it possesses no auth»r- 
ization whatsoever that Beer leaders, 
either in Europe or South Africa, to take 
this suggested step, but that it appeals 
to Great Britain on the ground of eom- 
mon humanity for military p2rmission 
for the Dutch commission to accomplish 
Its mission of peace. 

It is understocd that Great Britain is 
awaiting the receipt of Lord Kitchener's 
views on this suggestion, and is willing to 
grant the requested safe conduct to the 
Dutch commission if Lord kitchener of- 
fers no objections, though it is not hopr- 
ful of any practical result from the ef- 
fort.

Colonel Myron T. Herrick, of Cleveland, 
eulogized Senator Hanna for essaying ihe 
solution of the differences between capital 
and labor, and urged the removal of the 
estriction on imports as fast as mar-ets 
are extended. 

Captain Richmond Pearson Hobson rc- 
sponded to the toast, ‘““‘The Navy.’

DANISH TREATY IS DISCUSSED. 


Convention Before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 

Washington, January 29.—The_ treaty 
with the government of Denmark for the 
cession of the West Indian island, owned 
by that country, to the United States, 
today received its first attention at the 
hands of the senate committee on foreign 
relations. The committee adjourned with- 
out taking action. 

This postponement of action was not 
due to opposition to the treaty, but 
rather to a desire on the part of mem- 
bers to secure from the state depart- 
ment all the information obtainable con- 
cerning the resources of the islands and 
the advantages to be secured by their 
control by the United States. 

All the members of the committee pres- 
ent, including several democrats, ex- 
pressed themselves as of the opinion that 
the possession of the islands would be 
of advantage to this country from a 
strategic point of view. There was some 
discussion as to the effect of the treaty 
upon the inhabitants of the West Indies, 
but this apparently was settled by the 
conclusion that any resident of the island 
could maintain his allegiance to Den-

Address of Welcome Made by Miss 
Reid, the State Secretary—The

Savannah 
was in the luminous path of the Liberty 
Bell, whose inspiring presence stirred pa- 
triotic memories; and we have entertain- 
ed as a_ stranger within our gates «a 
national hero, a man of courage and 
magnanimity on sea and land. 

“To all of these Savannah has extended 
a loyal greeting, but’ to none of them 
has she given mcre gladly the assurance 
of welcome than to the interstate con- 
ference of the King’s Daughters and 
Sons.

Now you honor us 
by making Savannah a national center of 
this great cause, and you could not confer 
a higher compliment on any metropolis.

Chancellor Hill Tells of Great Educa- 
tor’s Career, Eulogizing His 
Lofty Character. 


— 


Athens, Ga., January 29..—(Special.)— 
This morning immediately after chapel 
Chancellor Hill made a few remarks 
about the late President Broun, of Au- 
burn. He told something of the history 
of hig career and of the good work he 
did for education in the south. 2 paid 
a high tribute to his character, praising 
his many virtues. 

The following resolutions were pasacl 
by the faculty on the death of Dr. Broun: 

The faculty of the University of Geor- 
gia have learned with profound sorrow 
of the death, at Auburn, Ala., on ‘Thurs- 
day, January 23, 1902, of William LeRoy 
Broun, M. A., LL.D., late president of 
the Alabama Polytechnic institute and 
some time professor in this universitv 
and president of the Georgia State “ol- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts. 

For a period of fifty years, save four 
which he gave to the military service 
of his country during the war between 
the states, Dr. Broun was continuously 
and actively engaged in the education of 
the youth of the south, filling the impor- 
tant chairs of mathematics and physics 
successively in no less than five leading 
southern institutions of learning. 

As a great and successful teacher he 
achieved a reputation both among bis 
own people and abroad probably second 
to that of no man in his generation. 

As a lover of science, for the sake of 
the truth disclosed by science, he was 
conspicuous for his devotion to research 
and his enthusiasm in exposition. 

As an executive, he administered the 
affairs of great institutions of learning 
with wisdom, energy and extraordinary 
success. 

As a man he was admirable in all the 
relations of life—a devout Christian, a 
lovable, loving, gentleman, an inspiration 
to his pupils, an exemplar to his assv- 
ciates. 

In tegtimony of the great esteem in 
which he was held by this faculty, among 
whose members are some who were his 
pupils and some who were his colleagues, 
and as an expression of their profound 
sorrow occasioned by his death, it is

Receipts. 


BY NEW CONSTITUTION 
PAYMENT IS OPTIONAL 


Zooks Like State May Poll One-Tenth 
Vote in the Next Election. 
L, Feared It May Cut Down 
or Congressional Repre- 
rie sentation.

Birmingham, Ala., January 29.—(Special) 
Under the terms of the new constitution 
all persons who fail to pay their poll 
taxes by February 1 will be denied the 
privilege of voting in the state and na- 
tional elections this year. Next Saturday 
will be February 1, and ifthe newspaper 

. gtatements are true, not more than one- 
sixth or one-eighth of the voters of the 
geveral counties have taken out their 
tax receipts. 

The new constitution does not require 
@ citizen to nay poll tax. It leaves pay- 
ment of the tax voluntary, but provides 
that he shall not be privileged to 
register and vote unless he shall have 
paid his poll tax before February 1 prior 
to the registration. It looks now as 
though Alabama will not be able to poll 
one-tenth of its vote in the next elec- 
tion, in which event it is suggested that 
an effort might be made in congress to 
reduce the state's representation. 

The matter is regarded here as a serious 
one and every effort is being made by 
the press of the state to get the voters 
to pay their po!l taxes. Many citizens 
@re under the impression that they must 
pay all of their personal and property 
taxes in order to qualify, but such is 
mot the law. All that is necessary to 
be paid at this time is the $1.50 poll 
tax. | 

A Prevailing Misapprehension. 

Another misapprehension that prevails 
fe that a citizen who fails to pay this 
year will only be deprived of his right to 
vote this year, and that, in future, if he 
desires to vote in any election, he can 
pay his tax for that year and do so. As 
a matter of fact, however, a cjtizen who 
fails to pay his poll tax for any number 
of years must, in order to vote at any 
time in the future, pay up all back poll 
taxes to the year 1901. 

A very great many of the failures to 
pay the tax are believed to be attributa- 
ble to negligence, although some, of 
course, are due to lack of pecuniary 
ability. The law makes jt a felony to 
lend the man the money to pay his poll 
tax, and the man who has not the funds 
is in a bad way, for poll tax receipts 
@re undesirable collaterals. 

It is greatly deplored that all who can 
pay do not: One desired end that has 
been attained is that very few negroes 
have paid their poll taxes and those who 
have are the best and most respectable 
of their race in this state. 


PERMANENT CENSUS BUREAU. 


Provisions of the Bill Now Before the 
: House. 

Washington, January 29.—Tne bill fora 
permanent census bureau reported by the 
house committee on census today pre 
vides that the present bureau organiza- 
tion-shall continue until July 1, 1902, when 
it shall be superseded by the permanent 
bureau, the personnel of which shal! con- 
sist of a director at $5,000, three statis- 
ticlans at $2,500, chief clerk at $2,000, a 
disbursing clerk at $2,100, one stenograyher 
at $1,500, three chiefs of burgau at $1,800, 
eix clerks of class three, tén clerks of 
class two, messengers, charwomen, etc., 
and that all persons in the bureau at the 
date of passage of the act shall be placed 
under the civil service rules. 

The bill provides that after the comple- 
tion of the rggular work of the census 
the director shall collect statistics relat- 
dng to special classes, viz, insane, crimi- 
nals, public indebtedness, electric light 
and power, transportation by water, ex- 
press business, mines, etc., and to pro- 
cure such statistics the bill authorizes the 
director to appoint special agents. The 
bill also authorizes the director of the 
census in 190% to collect manufacturing 
statistics and such other statistics re- 
lating to agriculture, mining, etc., as may 
be required of him by congress. The spe- 
cial agents appointed under the bill are 
to receive $6 per diem.

SHOW 44,544 OPERATIVES IN 283 
CAROLINA FACTORIES. 
No Less: Than 88 Per Cent of These 
Favor Compulsory Educa- 
tion System. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 29.—(Special.)— 
The cotton milling statistics which the 
state tabor ccmmissioner is carefully pre- 
paring are the most accurate of all. 
Those milis which failed to send in 
reports he personally visited and thus 
secured the desired information. 

The principal figures have already been 
given. He finds that there are 18,171 
men operatives, an increase of 21 per 
cent during the year; 18,377 women opera- 
tives, an increase of 15 per cent, and 
7,996 children under 14 years of age, an 
increase of » per cent. In all 44,544 per- 
sons are employed in the 283 mills. 

The reports show that &2 per cent of 
the adult operatives read and write, but 
only 6 per cent of the children, the lat- 
ter showing a decline of 3 per cent, ay 
compared with the previous year.

A Philippine Modus Vivendi. 

The amendment to the Fhilippine 
tariff bill offered by Seuator Morgan 
is one that ought to command the 
practically unanimous support of con- 
gress. It proposes to confirm the right 
and power of the president tu establish 
a civil government of the islands and 
constitute that government a depart- 
ment of the national administration. as 
the territories and Porto Rico and Ha- 


2° wali now are. This would put the 


whole responsibility of adninistration 
in the Philippines in the bands of the 
highest constitrtional officer of the na- 
tion and he would be ound under h‘s 


- gath of office to guarantee to the 


' fgiands a republican forw of govern- 


: } 
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ment. It would also discharge con- 
gress of a vast amount of detail logis- 
lation affecting the civil, millirary, 
naval, customs, educational and cther 
incidents of the administration of the 
islands. -We can think of no plan that 
would more happily solve this veaec 
question and meet the well-grounded 
objections of the people to the present 
anomalous and un-Americar condi- 
tions that prevail in the Philippines. 
The amendment is an inspiration of 
statesmanship and should be éagerly 
accepted by all parties. . 

The second part of the amendment, 
providing for the support of the Philip- 
pine government out of the nationul 
treasury and the collection of the 
Philippine revenues by this country, 
as our other revenues are collected, is 
equally just, important and consonant 
with time-honored American princi- 
ples. It would put an end to the impe- 
rial extravagances of the present re- 
gime in the islands, where men’ irre- 
sponsible to public judgment collect, 
partition and spend the revenues of the 
Filipinos after a fashion that would 
make the shade of Warren Hastings 
feel like thirty copper cents. Appro- 
priations fo- the administration of the 
islands would then be made by con- 
gress on estimates subject to scrutiny 
and revision. and the people would 
know every year just what the islands 
are costing and what they are produc- 
ing. : 

It is hard to forecast the possible 
objections to the Morgan modus 
vivendi. Unless the republican party 
is determined to use them as the basis 
of a colonial policy, pure and simple, 
and foreiga to ail past American pur- 
poses, it certainly should leap at this 
solution of their present involved posi- 
tion as to the Philippines.

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A New Bayonet-Rule Bill. 

There are many ways for a world’s 
fair city to boom its exposition. St. 
Louis is likely to employ all the ap- 
proved methods that have served oth- 
er like enterprises as the one she has 
in hand, and she is adding some new 
kinks to the business not heretofore 
exploited. She has a big contract on 
her hands and is hustling to score a 
world-beating record, and we hope she 
may succeed. 

But we respectfully suggest that 
Mr. Bartholdt, her wienerwurst mem- 
ber of congress, is not taking the most 
happy way to commend himself and 
his city to the good will of the south- 
ern people especially. He has joined 
the Sioux band of republican southern 
scalp-hunters and introduced a bill to 
put the elections of representatives in 
congress and presidential electors un- 
der the jurisdiction of the federal 
courts. 

This is the most pernicious of all 
the schemes yet devised for the pur- 
pose of opening the ballot boxes of the 
south to the vast horde of ignorant, 
purchasable, hate-driven negroes in 
these states; or failing that, to put the 
decision of our elections in federal 
matters under the revisory and dictato- 
rial control of the federal judiciary— 
men chosen by the presidents, holding 


able only by death or impeachment, 
and having no more than a moral re- 
sponsibility to the. people. 

The purpose of his bill is plainly set 
out by The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
his home organ, as follows: 

It simpiv gives to the federal courts 
jurisdiction in cases of fraud affecting 
the election of a federal officer. Congress 
cannot afford to permit its own member- 
ship or any elective federal position to 
be polluted by sham elections run by plot- 
ters against the sovereignty of American 
citizenship. It has become a matter of 
necessity that frauds in the election of a 
federal officer shall be subject to legal 
action by federal authority. 

There you may behold the proposi- 
tion which calls for a return to the 
whole infamous system of federal con- 
trol of our local elections during the 
reconstruction era. It means injunc- 
tions, marshals and deputy marshals 
at the polls and federal bayonets at 
tne ballot boxes, if some exigency of 
republican politics shall demand them. 
It is useless to say the Bartholdt bill 
does not mean such things, when the 
fairly boundles limits of federal judi- 
cial authority are remembered. 

The people of the states have the 
constitutional right to elect, or not 
elect, representatives in congress, an 
congress itself is constitutionally em- 
powered to pass upon the qualification 
and election of its own members. It 
has always had that right and has it 
yet. The framers of the constitution 
never intended that the popular legis- 
lature should be subject to the control 
and manipulation of a coordinate 
branch of the government. Even in 
the Hayes-Tilden case an _  extfa- 
judicial, unconstitutional commission 
had to be agreed upon to settle the 
electoral dispute over the presidency 
itself. 

The federal judiciary is not the place 
for the vital duty of determining fed- 
eral elections. q

As 
secretary of the interior, Hon. Hoke 
Smith had them «so officered as to 
make it fairly sure that they would 
vote democratic in their state elec- 
tions, but Mr. Cleveland’s opposition 
to free silverism blocked the move- 
ment for their admission.

The vote for Dennis Flynn as the 
delegate in congress from Oklahoma 
is no assurance of the political status 
of the territory. Flynn has been elected 
before and hag been beaten by a dem- 
ocrat for this same position. His chief 
campaign hobby has been statehood 
and his popularity rests on his sup- 
posed influence with the republican 
party in that behalf. But Flynn has 
no lead-pipe cinch on the territory and 
statehood gained he would probably 
be promptly allowed opportunity to 
go away back and sit down. 

We scarcely think this congress will 
admit the three territories, or any one 
of them, to statehood, but it is in ac- 
cordance with the past policy of the 
democratic party on the subject for 
democrats tc vote for their admission 
at every opportunity. 


Spooner’s Canal Substitute. 

The substitute for the Hepburn Nica- 
ragua canal bill, offered by Senator 
Spooner on Tuesday, is on the right 
hne. It cuts the Gordian knot into 
which the canal business is being tan- 
gled before the project can be stran- 
gled by it. 

Mr. Spooner’s bill authorizes the 
building of a canal, appropriates an in- 
auguration fund, fixes limitations of 
final cost and empowers the president 
to acquire the Panama route and con- 
cessions, provided a satisfactory title 
can be obtained. Having obtained the 
control of that scheme, he is to seek 
from Colombia the concessions neces- 
sary to give to the United States a 
perpetual lease of the right of way, 
absolute control of the canal and its 
operations, including its defense. If 
these cannot be obtained from Colom- 
bia then the president is authorized to 
pigeonhole the Panama project, quie:- 
ing it against all future agitation and 
competition, and proceed to build the 
canal along the Nicaragua route, for 
which purpose we already have a pro 
tocol guaranteeing the required con- 
cessions. 

The Spooner measure satisfies every 
issue that has been raised in the dis- 
cussion of the canal enterprise. It 
Sweeps away all ground of objection 
and debate concerning the choice of 


routes. Under it the whole project is 


reduced to hard-pan business principles 
and the president is empowered to go 
ahead and secure an isthmian canal 
upon the best and safest terms and 
route that are available. 

The people of the eovutry want the 
canal and do not want to be juggled 
with by a lot of marplots and mole- 
working agents of transcontinental 
railway corporations. Senator Spoon- 
er’s bill offers to congress a straight- - 
forward, non-partisan, horse-sense plan 
for meeting the popular demand.

Organization Outlined at Meet 
ing of Business Men, 


_ Wo Stock Will Be Issued by the Or- 


ganization, but Members Will 
Receive Certificate—Char- 
ter Will Be Applied 
for at Once, 


Fifty of the most influential and repre- 
éentative business men of this city held 
@ meeting at the chamber of commerce 
yesterday afternoon and organized the 
Atlanta freight bureau. This bureau is to 
be established to stimulate the business 
imterests of the city; to bring the ship- 
pers and freight people into closer rela- 
tione and to promote the freight and ship- 
ving fucilities of the city. The organiza- 
tion starts off with enough subkcriptions 
to keep ip running for three years, and it 
will be G6ntinued permanently. A char- 
ter will be applied fcr immediately. No 
stock will be issued, but members will 
receive certificates of membership which 
will entitle them to all of the henefits 
and privileges of the bureau. The ex- 
penses of the bureau will be Nquidated 
through voluntary contributions of the 
mom bers. 

The proposed charter states that the 
bureau is designed to promote harmony 
befween and advance the mutual 
imterests of the shiper and carrier to 
secure such rates of freight to and 
from the city of Atlanta as shall 
be equal in common (territory and 
to prevemt discrimination against Atlan- 
ta. The bureau will endeavor to effect the 
revision and classification of such items 
of freight as are considered to be im- 
properly classified under existing laws. 
and in general to encourage ard extend 
the trade of the city of Atlanta. 

The bureau will be conducted by a board 
of directors of not less than seven and 
not more than twenty-five members, who 
will be exempt from liaDMility. 

H. T. Moore, formerly chief rate clerk 
of the Southern railway in this division 
for the past ten years, has been appoint- 
ed freight commissioner of the new bu- 
reau. Mr. Moore is one of the best known 
freight men in this city.

The proposition to hold an exhibit of 
all-Atlanta manufactures carly in April 
has met With the hearty approval of a 
number of the principal manufacturers of 
the city. The matter will be agitated by 
the menufacturers and the project 
promises to be the largest and most suc- 
cessful exhibition of its kind ever heid 
in Atianta. The committee to organize 
the Atlanta Manvufacturcrs’ Association, 
which was appointed at a meeting held 
Tuesdgy afternoon, is endeavoring to set 
every manufacturer in the city interested 
in the propesed exhibition. 

W. G. Cooper, secretary of the chain- 
ber of commerce, when asked about the 
purposes of the association yesterday, 
said: 

Secretary Cooper Talks. 

W. G. Co@per, vihen asked about the 
purposes of the manufacturers’ associa- 
tion yesterday, said: 

“About twelve yearse ago in discussing 
the subject of home manufactures Henry 
Grady told of a funeral in north Geor- 
gia at which eyerything was imported 
except the man and the hole in the 
ground. : 

“Now we could almost reverse 
proposition and furnish everything, 
cluding the coffin and tombstone. 

‘But.what is of more importance than 
the trappings of a man when he is dead, 
we can now furnish most of the articles 
that make him comfortable while he is 
living. 

“An Atlanta man can build a house 
and furnish it almost entirely with At- 
lanta made goods. Beginning at the 
foundation, he can get the brick or stone 
here and have it laid by Atlanta work- 
men in approved style. The woodwork 
can all be made here. The terra cotta 
tips for the chimneys, the ornamental 
work for the interior and the cornices 
are all made in the city. Mantels in ai- 
most any style are produced here. 

“Of furniture, you can get anything 
you want within the city limits, and you 
can cover the floors with Atlanta rugs. If 
you need portieres, you might induce 
the textile department of the Georgia 
Institute of Technology to part with 
some beautiful specimens which have. re- 
eently been woven there by students. 
On the dining rcom ‘table, if vou happen 
to have a son in the Technological school, 
you could place a beautiful carving set 
made in the shops out there, or the head 
of the house might shave himself with 
a razor made and tempered at the same 
place. 

“A large variety of wooden and willow 
ware needed in housekeeping can be 
supplied from Atlanta manufacturers, 
and that indispensable article, the ®room, 
you could select from the products of a 
number of home factoties. 

“In the kitchen you can place an At- 
lanta made stove and burn within it 
coke made within the city mits. Almost 
anything in tinware you can get here. 
Your pantry may be furnished with At- 
lanta flour, meal, crackers, bread, cakes, 
spices, preserves and pickles. 

“The head of the house might be 
clothed with woolen goods made within 
the city limits, and part of his under- 
clothing might be of cotton cloth pro- 
duced here. His feet could be covered 
with Atlanta hosiery and shees and his 
head with an Atlanta straw hat. 

“If he wore overalls in working hours, 
he could get them here, and he could 
have made in this city almost any kind 
of shop tools that he might require. |

by Pistol Ball While Making 
Ready for Marriage, 


NUPTIALS ARE STOPPED 
DY SIRANGE ACCIDENT 


Wedding Was To Have Occurred 
Last Night—Accident Occurred 
a Few Hours Before Time 
for Ceremony—May Not 
Prove Fatal. 


On the cvening of his marriage and only 
a few hours before the ceremony was to 
be performed, W. G. Landers, Jr., was 
actidentally shot by a pistol in his coat 
pocket at No. 32 Hovston street, yester- 
day afternoon about 5 o'clock. The bullet

A small revolver 
was in his left inside coat pocket. There 
was a muffled explosion, which was not 
at first located. Leainiers raised up and 
leared back in his chair with a groan. 
When his coat and vest were hastily 
opened by his brother and his friend it 
wése found trat he had been shot. 

Love Won Its Way. 

W.G. Landers, Jr., or Guy Landers, as he 
is known by his friends. has a govern- 
ment position in Washington, D. %. He 
is a son of H. M. Landers, of Monroe, this 
state. He is 23 years of-age and a young 
man of great popularity among his 
friends and asseciates. During one of nis 
many visits to Atlanta he met Miss Madge 
Walters and the acquaintance ripened into 
an ardent affection, The engagement of 
the young couple was announced and 
the date set for the marriage. 

Last night at 8:15 o’clock the wedding 
was to take place at the home of the 
bridee and Dr. Oxford was to perform tho 
ceremony. 

Yesterday the young man, with his 
brother and his friend, E. H. Lay, went 
to dhe court house and secured the mar- 
riage license. 

During the day Landers, with that hap- 
piness of heart which brings joy to the 
lover who is socn to claim his bride, chat- 
ted merrily with his friends. 

In the afternoon about 4 o'clock the 
three met in Landers’ room at No. 32 
Houston street to talk over the plins 
for the wedding. Landers was preparing 
for the nuptials and ne asked Lay to ap- 
ply warm water to a small rising on tha 
right Side of his face. He sat in a chair 
heside his friend while a basin of warm 
water was placed on the washstand. Both 
were sitting near the fireplace. Several 
applications of the water were made ani 
Landers remarked that it relieved the 
pain. 
Muffled Shot Was Heard. 

He made a slight movement as if to 
change his position and as he did so a 
muffied report was heard. Lay remarked 
that something must have exploded in 
the fire and W. P. Landers got up to 
look into the grate. Just then Guy Lan- 
ders raised up in his chair while a spasm 
of pain crossed his face. He leaned back 
in his chair and groaned as he placed 
his hand to his left side. 

“I believe Guy is shot,’ exclaimed Lay, 
ana he and the brother quickly unbut- 
toned the coat and vest. They saw the 
powder burns on the shirt and the hole 
the bullet had made. A physician was 
summoned and he advised that the pa- 
tient ‘be taken at once to the Grady 
hospital. The ambulance was sent for 
and in it Landers was carried to the 
hospital. 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper, assisted by the 
hospital physicians, placed the patient 
under the influence of ether and per- 
formed an operation to ascertain the ex- 
tent of the injury and to locate the bul- 
let if possible. They found that the ball 
had entered the abdomen above the 
right hip and passed within the abdomi- 
nal walls in a downward course, proba- 
bly lodging somewhere near the left hip. 
The wound was not as dangerous as 
was at first supposed, but it was pro- 
nounced of a very serious nature. It 
may be several days before the definite 
result of the wound can be determined.

Before the operation was performed 
and while he lay upon the operating 
table, Landers asked to see Kis affianced. 
He was perfectly calm and collected and 
the physicians stated that his pulse was 
but little above normal. 

Miss Walters was notified of the acci- 
dent and told that Landers wished to 
see her. She hastened to the hospital 
and was allowed to speak to him a few 
moments. AKhough greatly agitated, 
she bore the ordeal with much fertitude. 
With her hand in his, Landers told her 
to be brave and hope for the best. 

The father of Landers was notified 
at Monroe by telephone. He asked that 
every attention be given his son until 
he could reach Atlanta. A_ telephone 
message to him later, informed him of 
the exact nature of the wound. Landers 
was given a private room and will re- 
ceive the very best of medical atten- 
tion. 

When seen by a reporter of The Con- 
stitution last night. Lay made a state- 
ment, the main points of which have 
been given. 

W. P. Landers corroborated the state- 
ment of Lay.

untimely accident reached the home of 
the bride the minister who was to per- 
form the ceremony was notffied that his 
services would not be needed, and the 
friends who had been invited were in- 
formed that the marriage would not 
take place.

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In One Hundred Words. 

What is probably the shortest history 
on record has recently been written by 
Senor Carlos Escribans, a Peruvian gen- 
tleman. It is only one hundred words 
in length and was awarded a gold med- 
al offered by the Society of the Founders 
of Independence, Lima, for the best his- 
tory of Peru, comprised within that 
number of words. Here is the English 
translation: 

“The Asiatic origin of the primitive 
Peruvians admitted, their’ rudimentary 
civilization ended with the appearance 
of Manco Capac, founder of the Inca 
empire. His thirteen successors, contin- 
uing his policy, constituted that vast 
theocratic: and communistic monarchy 
whichys astonished the world. Conquered 
by Pizzaro (1538), it became a Spanish 
colony, whose fourteen viceroys kept it 
in medieval darkness, and whose heavy 
yoke provoked the independence proclaim- 
ed by San Martin (1821), cemented by 
Bolivar and Sucre at Junin and Aya- 
cucho.

BISHOP WILLIAMS’ LOG HOUSE. 


He Built It of Driftwood and It Cost 


Little More Than Nine Dollars. 

Omaha, Nebr., Letter to Denver Post: 
St. Paul‘ was*a téntmaker, and, on one 
occasion at least, during hard times, 
when the faithful dfd not raise enough 
ealary to support him, he earned his own 
living for three years putting up habita- 
tions for cther people to live in. That 
manner of providing missionary funds 
has gone out of fashion among the pre- 
lates of this age and generation. 

Nevertheless, the west boasts of one 
bishop who, although he may not be a 
tenfmaker cr a carpenter by trade, has 
actually built his own house. This is the 
Right Rev. A. L. Williems, of Omaha, 
formerly a‘railroad ran and later a 
priest of the Episcopal church in Colo- 
rado. 

For seven years a little coterie of Chi- 
cago clergymen of the Episcopal faith 
and persuasion has been passing the ‘hot 
months of the year at a northern resort. 
Fiye years ago they formed themselves 
into a club and ‘‘squatted’”’ upon an un- 
occupied island in the northern part of 
Lake Superior, which they named Rowe 
land, after the Bishop of Alaska, who 
also came from Chicage. Other members 
of the club who have donned the Episcv- 
pal purple are Bishcp Taylor, of Quincy; 
Bishcp Andrews, ot Chicago, and Bishop 
Williams, of Nebraska. 

Up there, afar frcm civilization and the 
pomp and dignity of clerical oftice, they 
cnjoyed theinselves like boys on an out- 
ing. Titles were left behind and new 
ones manufactured to suit the occasion, 
much after the manner in which school 
boys find nicknames for each other. 

Thus, for several years, there were only 
two D. D.’s in the crowd—ths very rev- 
erend dean of the Theological seminary 
was known as “Doc,” and the right rev- 


The dean of the Chicago cathedra! had 
his name shortened from Pardee to sim- 
ple “‘Pard,’’ and the bishop of Alaska was 
irreverently known as ‘“‘Peetee,’’ his in- 
itials being P. T, Long before Bishop Wil- 


known as “Monsieur L’Eveque”’ (Mr. The 
Bishop), no doubt on account of his grave 
and reverend appearance. 

Bishop Williams is a manly man who 
carried into the episcopacy a great fund 
of common senss and who is not afraid 
to take hold of anything that seems 
necessary to be done. Still, it was some- 
what of a surprise to his diocese to find 
that during his summer vacation he had 
foilowed so closely in the footsteps of the 
chief apostle as to build him a house. 
While enjoying himself on, Rowe island on 
his last vacation, with his own hands he 
erected a substantial log house from the 
wreckage of boats which drifted on the 
shores of the ishand. 

The right reverend bishop went down 
to the beach, snared and dragged the 
various timbers up to his pre-emption 
claim, and then alone and wnaided put 
up his dwelling. The bishop takes a great 
deal of comfort in it.

A’ few 
months ago, while the bishop was away 
from home, burglars broke into the epis- 
copal residence in Omaha. They entered 
by means of the front door transom and 
were busy making a collection of valu- 
ables in the bishop’s study when Barna- 


bas found them. 

Then he showed reasoning powers which 
would have done credit to a human being. 
Instead of tackling them single-handed, 
he crept. silently upstairs, where Mrs. 
Williams and the maids were sleeping. 
Jumping upon the bed he awakened Mrs. 
Williams by licking ther face. Then, in 
every way that a dog could, he explained 
to her that something was wrong in the 
house. She arose, and as soon as Barna- 
bas saw that he was to be backed by hu- 
man aid he darted down stairs, yelping at 
the top of his voice. That scared the bur- 
glars away without their booty.

“T am bishop coadjutor of the diocese 
of Nebraska,”’ Bishop Williams replied. 

His companion at once drew himself up 
and in the tone of one rebuking an impos- 
tor said: ‘‘I am the bishop of Portland. 
There is no such diocese as the dlocese of 
Nebraska. There Is a diocese of Lipcoln 
and a diocese of Omaha in the state of 
Nebraska.”

Insurance for French Soldiers. 

London Chronicle: In these days of 
wars and rumors of wars the question 
of insuring the soldier is receiving at- 
tention.

LESSONS OF LONGEVITY. 


Octogenarian Gives Wholesome Coun+ 
sel on How-To Bec-me One. 

London Chronietle: Sir Henry Thomp- 
son, hale and hearty at 82, gives us the 
lessons of his Jongevity: “If it were the 
h@bit of mankind to profit by sound aa- 
vice, most of us would carry this volume 
in our pockets, meditate upon.it as our 
physiological breviary, and find very little 
use for doctors. Luckily for the medical 
profession,Sir Henry Thompson's exam- 
ple demands a renunciation almost as dif- 
ficult for men in general as monastic 
vows. Thirty years ago, at the age 
of 62, he gave up alcohol. For the sake 
of experiment, five or six years back, he 
tried the effect of a claret glass of good 
wine at dinner-every day for two months. 
Then came back the sick headaches and 
pains in the joints. fgom which he. had 
suffered in early life until he abstained 
entirely from alcoholic drinks. 

Moreover,” after his abandonment of 
alcohol, “the joints gtadually lost their 
stiffness and ultimately became as sup- 
ple and mobile ag they were in youth. 
and continue absolutely so to this day.” 
We may tell Sir Henry Thompson that 
we do not suffer from sick headaches: 
but how many moderate drinkers of, 82 
or even 62 are ready to swear that their 
joints have all the suppleness of youth? 
Are old gentlemen willing to ascribe what 
they call rheumatism to the hahitua! 
though modest glass? 

Chere is so much controversy about al- 
cohol among the medical experts. that 
the moderate drinker plumes himself on 
the ancient wisddm of the middle course 
between topers and abstainers. On the 
subject of cakes Calveriey’s school boy 
had learned that “excruciating aches re- 
Sulted if we ate too many.” For the 
moderate drinker this phjlosophy com- 
prises cakes and ale, and when the aches 
come he puts them down to chills. A 
French writér has collected the opinions 
of sixty phvsicians in Paris on the effects 
of alcohol. Thirty-four affirm that a 
moderate use, say a bottle of wine a day, 
is beneficial. Nine will have no compro- 
mise with alcohol in any form, and seven- 
teen declare that to the health of most 
people one bottle a day makes no differ- 
ence whatever. One doctor declined to 
hazard any opinion on the plea that the 
varieties of human physiology are too 
great tO warrant any positive judgment. 
But Sir Henry Thompson is in a position 
to speak not only for himself. “It may 
be fairly said That one example does not 
suffice to prove a case. But it is not*a 
Single example, and really designates 
a very large class of active men among 
all ranks, possessing a more or less simi- 
lar temperament, of which a type is 
here described, and it is for svch that I 
have found it so successful.”” This vision 
of a shining band of veterans, all as sup- 
ple as athietes, ought to give pause to 
many an aged man when he is abcut to 
order his evening toddy. But he may 
Say that the zeal of the convert belongs 
to youngsters of 52. 

Food, not drink, however, is the burden 
of Sir Henry Thompson's practical coun- 
sel. Half our bodily ills are due to im- 
proper eating. It is a common fallacy 
that, as we grow older, we need more 
nourishment, ‘‘the extra giass of cordial, 
the superlatively strong extract of food.”’ 
Sir Henry Thompson draws an alarming 
picture of the head of the family sinking 
to decay because his affectionate spouse 
plies him with dainties he cannot digest, 
the egg whipped up with sherry, the in- 
sidious calf's foot jelly, the inopportune 
cup of cocoa. Many a fond wife is slowly 
doing her loid to death for all the world 
as if she were a poisoner in one of Miss 
Braddon's early novels. She urges him 
to try patent foods. which are so “‘nutri- 
tious that his stomach cannot stand 
them, anc she imagines that even his 
drinks must have nutriment, forgetting 
that “the primary object of drink is 
to satisfy thirst.”’ and that to take milk, 
for example, with meat is “‘one of the 
greatest dietary blunders that can be 
perpetrated." 

Even the dentist ig an unwitting agent 
of mischief. He gives you a new set of 
masticators as efficacious as the originals: 
but he does not warn you that the loss of 
your natura] teeth is an indication that 
the body needs less food than it demand- 
ed in your heyday. Your tailor is also in 
the innocent conspiracy, for he congratu- 
lates rou on the increase of your girth, 
as if it were the elory of the citizen to 
cut into a deal of material when he is 
ordering new clothes. Here we suspect, 
Sir Henry Thempson 1s overdoing the 
case. Is man really flattered when he 
is told that his waist has grown another 
inch? ‘And you, pdor deluded victim. 
are more than half willing to believe that 
your increasing size is an equivalent to 
inc:easing health and strength, especially 
as your wife emphatically takes that view 
and regards your augmenting portliness 
with approval.’’ Is she sincere? Or is 
her approval part of that dissimulation 
from which women are not yet freed? 
Does the fondest wife, when the hus- 
band’s broad back is turned. sometimes 
drop a teur of aesthetic regret because it 
is sO broad? How much ig added to per- 
sonal dignity by physical bulk is a ques- 
tion on which we should like to take the 
cpinion of the middle classes. Can a thin 
man rule his household with the moral 
wetght of a stout man? Sir Henry 
Thompson does not go into that, but he 
says that not one stout man.in fifty Hves 
to a good old age. 

“The typical man of eighty or nincty 
years, still retaining a respectable amount 
of energy of body and mind, is lean and 
spare, and lives on slender rations.’ It 
does not follow that he must have a 
hungry look, and be a consp.rator. like 
Cassius. Very thoughtfully Sir Henry 
bas put his portrait in this volume, 
an instructive picture it is of a 
and dignified body, and an alert, but not 
dangerous brain. Fat men may contem- 
plate it with a passing misgiving. If 
cnly they had taken to “slender rations’’ 
in time, they might have Ipad not only 
the prospect of living as long as Sir 
Henry Thompson, but also of escaping 
those confounded ailments which “port- 
iiness’’ is heir to. 

Will the middle classes take heed? 
This authority addresses to them the re- 
rroach of Shylock to Lancelot Gobbo. 
They are guge feeders. Three-fourths of 
their diet comes from the animal king- 
dom. Sir Henry Thompson is not a vege- 
tarian, and he banters the vegetarians on 
their partiality for eggs and miik. But 
he maintains that three-fourths of 
our food should be vegetable. Such 
d'etary must increase the zest for food, 
reat cookery.” It abolishes the terrible 
ennul of beef and mutton, and insures 
‘a lighter and more active brain.’’ This 
is so revolutionary that some people may 
suspect a likeness between sir Henry 
Thompson and Cassius after all. Others 
may suggest this dietary for the war 
office, where mobility of brain is some- 
what lacking. There is an undoubted 
fascination in Sir Henry's r@rtrait of the 
‘Night feeder’ whose “palate is sensi- 
tive to mild impressions.’ ‘After the 
meal is over, his wit is fresher, his tem- 
per more cheerful,”’ and he does not snore 
in the armchair. Dyspepsia is unknown 
to him, for he eats slowly (remember 
Mr. Giladstone’s habit of biting every 
piece of meat thirty-two times), and he 
never drinks till the meal is ended. And 
what are the “slender rations?” Eggs or 
fish for breakfast, a little tender meat or 
fowl for luncheon, soup, game, and vege- 
tables for dinner, with farinmaceous pud- 
ding, and soup and dry toast at bedtime. 
The. middle classes ought to manage all 
this without becoming emactated.

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AN ASPHALT TRUST SCANDAL. 


Officers of Combine Charged with 
Fraud and Collusion.

TO DECIDE DEPOT MATTER 


T is a matter of some comment that 

nothing has yet been heard from the 
railroadg with reference to their attitudc 
toward the proposition to build a new 
depot on the state’s property. 

Governor Candler has received a letter 
from the Neshville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad, the lessee of the state 


road, but when asked about it vesteylay 
he decfined to give it out, saying that he 
would first have to submit it with. the 
others, when they come, to the depot 
commission. 

It is known, however, that the lettar 
from the lessee company states that it 
will assent to the depot proposal provided 


the other roads do, and provided thev 
will continue to pay them the same rental 
as is now paid, $34.000 a year. The sub- 
stance of the position taken by the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and S8t. Louis was 
riven in The Constitution zeveral days 
ago. 

But so far ncfe of the other railroads 
interested have been heard from heyond 
the formal acknowledgment of the receipt 
of the governor's letter. It has been 
more than three weeks since the meeting 
of the commission was held and the ‘for- 
mal inquiries sent to the executive ofmfi- 
cers of the roads. The probability is the 
Officials of the railroads have been cor- 
responding with one another about the 
matter. each desiring to be informed of 
the ettitude of the other before making 
answer as to what they were willing to 
do. 

The replice from the railroads were 
expeeted hy this time, however. It ‘:s 
probable that they will be in hand within 
the course of a week or ten days, and 
then a meeting of the depot commission 
will be called. at once to take them ur- 
der consideration. 


THE MILITARY FUND. 


HE meeting of the state military ad- 

visorv hoard 2nd its recommendations 
with regard to how the military fund of 
$20,000 should be expended does not seem 
to have settled the propositicn, so far 
as Governor Candler is concerned. Be- 
fore the meeting he was in somewhat 
of 2 quandary as to what to do with ‘t, 
and he is still in pretty much the sime 
position. 

The trouble szecms to be that the ad- 
visory board has recommended more than 
there is money to eccomplish. It will 
take about $3,500 to pay the ‘ast quarter's 
armory rent on last Year as recommend. 
ed, and the governer will have to retain 
at least $5,000 for rfot duty and other ex- 
penses. There is $21,000 In the fund, 381.090 
having been left over from last year. This 
leaves $12,500 on which to hold the regi- 
mental encampments recommended bv 
the advisory board, are Governor Candler 
feels satisfied that it is not enouch.. 

The plan recommended by the advisory 
board passed that body, it is said. by a 
bare majority of those present, and ‘the 
military men all-over the state are at 
variance on the subject. Some of them 
want one thing and some another, 2nd 
the consequence is some are bound to be 
dissatisfied. Gcvernor Candler {s still re- 
ceiving. letters with regard to the matt: e. 
and he has it under consideration for an 
early decision, though it is still decidedly 
undetermined.
